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N calling to our Princely rem embrance, chat 


| in the late Rebellion vpon pꝛetence of Depopulation and vnlawfull Jnclo- 
N ſures, the greateſt number of the offenders haue not beencpzocceded with ac ⸗ 
co2ding to Juſtice and their traiterous deſcruings, no noꝛ fo much as appꝛe⸗ 
hended oꝛ touched foz the ſame, although they bee in no better caſe 02 degree, 
then thoſe few which haue ſuffered oꝛ beene called in queſtion: Chere want 
not ſome reaſons and circumſtances which (it wee would conſult cnely with 
ad SE, S227} police oꝛ paſſion ) mought induce vs to further ſeueritie, anda mecze general 
— of the Law vpon the ſame offenders, Fox wee are not ignoꝛant, that of all other ſeditions and re⸗ 
bellions, none doth bzing ſuch infinite waſte anddeſolation vpon a Kingdome oꝛ State, as theſe popular Jn- 
ſurrections, which though they doe ſeldome fhake oꝛ indanger a Cre wne , ret they dot bꝛing a heape of cala⸗ 
mities vpon multitudes ol innocent Subiects, and chieſty vpon the Authoꝛs and Acteꝛs themſelues. 

And agatne, wee doe obſerue, that there was not ſo much as any necellitie of famine c2 dearth of coꝛne, oꝛ 
any other extraoꝛdinarꝝ accident, that might ſtirre oꝛ pꝛouoke them in that maner tockiend ; but that it mae 
be thought to pzoceede of a kinde of inlolencie and contempt of our milde and gracious Gouernment, which 
mought(inlome Pxince)turne the ſame into moꝛe heaupwꝛath and diſpleaſure, But we ncuertheleſſe hauing 
at the very entrance of our Raigne,in the higheſt treeſons againſt our owne Perſen, inter mingled Dercie 
with iuſtice, are much moꝛe inclined in this caſe, which concerneth a number of pooze a ſimple people, to extend 
our naturall clemencie towards them. whereupon we haue reſolued to let wide open the gate ofour Mercie 
vnto them, and to beſtowe vpon them our free Grace and Pardon, without further Suite oꝛ Supplication. 

And there loꝛe we doe bereby take and receiue all the ſayd Offenderg, and cuery of them, to our Mercie, and 
ol our Grace and meere motion, freely pardon vnto them their ſayd Offences, and all paines of Death 02 o- 
ther puniſhment due fo2 the ſame, and pꝛomiſe vnto them, in the wozdof their naturall Liege Loꝛd and Bing. 
that ther ſhall not be in any wiſe moleſted 02 tmpeached, in Life, Member, Lands oꝛ Goods fo? their ſayd Of⸗ 
fences, oz any ofthem, So as neuertheleſſe, that befoze Michaclmas next they doe ſubmit themſclues, and 
acknowledge their ſayd Offences befoze eur Lieutenant, Deputie Lieutenant, oz Sheriffe in the Countie 
where they ſhallremaine , whereof ndee will and command a Note oz Entrie to be made and hept. 

And ide are further graciouſly pleaſed,that if any of them ſeucrally oꝛ jointly ſhal deſire ſoꝛ their better aſſus 
rance, to haue our Pardon vnder our great Seale,that our Chancelloꝛ hal make the ſame vnto them witl out 
further warrant in that behalte. Not intending neuertheleſſe to pꝛeiudice any our Subiects priuate Suite oz 
Action, but fo much as in das is, abſolutely to acquite a diſcharge them againſt us, our Heires # Ducceſlots,
